1877 to 1882. 
After citing the comparatively high 
prices 
that 
prevailed 
through u ’ 
almost the entire first half of 1868, 
the circular calls attention to the fact 
th a t while the wheat grower does not 
forget this, “ h e does not bo readily 
remember, nor is He so frequei tly 
reminded, th at before the end of the 
year 1869 wheat was worth much leas. 
No. I, equivalent to 63 and No. 5 to 
72$ cents in gold per bushel, and this 
when biUer was worth l l 325 per 
ounce, or 15 6 to I.

as a proper case (or the exercise of 
executive clemency. 


Case C reated E xcitem ent. 
The case created great excitement 
ut the time, and as the crime for which 
he was sentenced was surrounded by 
many suspicious circumstances, many 
people believed th at some of the doct­ 
or’s other • wives, of whom he had 
several—all dying very suddenly—had 
been poisoned also. 
He had been in Jm esville only a 
ahort time, and had bu* few acquaint­ 
ances, aud those professionally, when 
his wife suddenly died. 
Drs. Palmer and 
Whiting held a 
post-mortem examination of the body 
and concluded from the rigid appear­ 
ance of tbs remains that death was 
undoubtedly the result of strychnine 
poisoning, and his arrest and convic­ 
tion followed in due time.

Them 
B ow French D ressm aker* M anage 
to Secure th e B est E ffects. 
Cloth, which will be very much worn 
tilts winter, requires to lie very carefully 
handled in order to have the best effect. 
It ought never to be sewed, snitched, ironed 
or ripped against the nap. 
Cloth, velvet 
and plush are alike ic their demands in 
this respect 
They all have an “ up aqd 
down” that should be as sedulously re­ 
garded as that of figured goods. 
All the 
basting should be done from the top down­ 
ward, with a fine needle and cotton, and 
the end of the thread should have no knot. 
In removing the lasting each stitch should 
be cut separately and pulled outward, not 
lengthwise. 
In basting velvet and plush 
silk takes the place of cotton thread. 
If it becomes necessary to rip any part 
of the seams, a very sharp penknife should 
be used. 
Beginning at the tqp, the two 
sides should lie drawn apart 'and each 
stitch cut very carefully to avoid scarring 
the goods. 
The seams of all woolen goods may be 
pressed very flat, indeed rendered almost 
invisible, if they are moistened a little on 
the wrong side. A small piece of the ma­ 
terial should be dampened and pressed 
first, however, to ascertain if water will 
change the color. 
The flatiron must not 
be rubbed on the seam, as that produces a
